Particularly is this 
true in a church. Criticism is usually 
a defense mechanism, utilized to bol- 
ster ones ego or to give one a sense 
of self-esteem* of someone else. 
Chronic fault-finding, belittling the

other fellow, nagging, are all symp- | 
toms of low self-esteem. As someone 
has so aptly said, “You have to be | 
little to belittle.” In order to escap 
the conviction in ones own heart fot 
spiritual laziness, people criticise the 
active one for doing a job.

church there is absolutely nothing we — 
can do to avoid some kind of criti- | 
cism. We are ministering to people 
in all walks of life, with various levels 
of intelligence. What appeals to one 
does not appeal to the other. Examine 
the “letters to the editor” column of 
any magazine or newspaper. One 
man in writing about an article says. 
“Cancel my subscription,” then some- | 
one else says, “The best article on the 
subject I have ever read.” So, let's 
face it, we are going to be criticised. | 
Criticised if we do and criticised if) 
we dont. 

Dale Carnegic says, “No one ever 
kicked a dead dog,” and the more 
important the dog, the more pleasure’ 
people get out of kicking him. 

Jesus traveled with twelve disciples 
They became his most intimate 
friends. One of the twelve turned 
traitor, another openly deserted him 
the moment he got in too serious 
trouble. One out of six gave him 
trouble. Why should you and I expect 
to do any better. 

The Bible says there was not a 
greater man in all Israel than Moses. | 
Yet we read over and over again in 
the Scriptures — “And the people 
murmured against Moses.” 

So, we can’t avoid criticism. As 
long as we keep active for God and 
seek to extend His Kingdom, — just 
so long, people will continue to criti-— 
cise us. 

If it can’t be avoided, we must 
learn how to handle it. Of course 
some criticism is JUST and we should 
take it to heart and let it help us. I 
am_ particularly concerned though 
with the UNJUST criticism we re- 
celve. 

We should realize that we can’t 
spend our time trying to pacify those 
that criticise. By trying to fix it up 
with one person, we usually get in 
wrong with someone else. 

Let us realize that our MAIN 
TASK, first and foremost, is to please 
God. Do what God wants us to do. 
Then if we are sure we have done 
this, we must close our minds to the — 
criticism and ignore it completely. 
We must make up our mind that we

~ conducted in our District. I think we 
are fortunate indeed, to have as it’s

to begin by revealing what used to 
e a heartache to me. 

__ Having returned from a mission 
field that was making great strides 
forward through the devoted efforts 
of African laymen, it was somewhat 
of a shock to me to see the apathy 
that existed among the men of some 
of our churches at home. I had to 
_ pray long and earnest before I could 
accept a call to this sort of thing. Af- 
ter accepting a pastorate, and finding 
‘some of the men in a state of spiritual 
-indolence, I felt somewhat like 
Nehemiah must have felt as he sur- 
veyed the fallen wall of Jerusalem. 
_ There was a lot of work to be done. 
_ Thetre was a splendid group of wo- 
_ men. They attended the prayer meet- 
_” ings, repaired the church, supported 
the missionaries and could be depend- 
ed upon in many ways. The young 
people attended their services faith- 
fully, but the problem lay with the 
men. They weren't vitally participat- 
_ ing in the program of the church. 

~_ Nehemiah, after surveying the fal- 
len walls, had the men repair their 
a own houses. “Next repaired Jedaith 
_,.. even over against his house.” Men 
are the head of the house. They have 
_ been given the divine right of leader- 
ship in the church. The more I 
_ thought about this the more impress- 
- ed I became that we needed a men’s 
_ organization in our church. After or- 
anizing, I can’t say that the men’s 
eetings themself were outstand- 
ing, but something began to happen

in our church. The men requested 
prayer meetings each Saturday night. 
One man said that he thought some- 
thing needed to be done to stimulate 
our Sunday School growth; so he 
bought and donated a bus to the 
church. The Sunday School immed- 
iately began to grow. Another group 
of men decided to re-upholster the 
sanctuary seats. Several men came to 
the Sunday School superintendent 
and volunteered to teach classes. 

The high-light of our men’s pro- 
gram dates back about three months 
when we invited Mr. Walt Hanson 
to conduct a service for us on a Sun- 
day night. This man has a fine mes- 
sage, delivered with a humble and 
anointed spirit. At the altar service, 
there wasn’t a dry eye in the church 
and the men, especially, were praying 
for God to use them for His glory. 
Something started that night. Young 
men received the baptism, the Sun- 
day School increased 20 percent that 
month, and the church received a 
great percentage of it’s years income 
in a six weeks period of time. Real 
revival should effect every part of 
the church program; and it seems that 
anointed, dedicated men are moving 
ahead with God and are being a 
blessing to the entire church program. 

The most remarkable event of all 
is that the men have decided that 
they do not want dinner meetings 
each month. Rather, they want to di- 
vide their meetings into three types. 
One meeting will be a class on per- 
sonal soul winning. The next will be 
an activity night. They will go to a 
rescue mission, street meeting, or par- 
ticipate ina visitation program. The 
dinner meeting will be quarterly at 
which time an all out drive for un- 
saved men will be made. Also, they 
have set up a scholarship fund for 
young people who are unable to at- 
tend Bible college due to financial 
inability. 


I believe that any district will make 
great strides, local churches will ad- 
vance, and revival will exist if a pas- 
tor and his men will organize a Men’s 
Fellowship under anointed leader- 
ship, with soul-winning as the under- 
lying purpose. 

How can you organize? Call in 
your sectional director if you have 
one. Ask a pastor or layman of an- 
other group to explain the purpose of 
Men’s Fellowship and tell what it has 
done for them. A great future is ahead 
for the Assemblies of God with men
